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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 18-21, 23, 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Redmond (US 5176535A). 

2. Redmond's device discloses an electrical connector, the method comprising: 
providing at least one conductor (54); interwoven with the at least one loading fiber (57), 
whereby the at least one conductor comprises multiple, distinct contact points (60) 
adapted to contact a mating conductor of a mating connector; engaging at least one of 
the distinct contact points with the mating conductor in a sliding manner (see figs. 15-16 
or 5-6) to establish the electrical connection; and tensioning the at lest loading fiber to 
provide a contact force between at least one of the distinct contact points and the 
mating conductor to maintain the electrical connection; the pressure upon sliding the 
mating connector (100, 102), the fiber being tensioned upon engaging the distinct 
contact points with the mating conductor, a multiple connectors (see figs. 5-6).
